To what extent speculative fever has con­ 
tributed to the recent spectacular advance of 
stocks listed on the New York Stock Exchange 
is not clear. The Federal Reserve Board con­ 
sidered a booming, roaring market of sufficient 
importance to apply the brakes by increasing 
m argin requirements from 50 to 60 per cent.
